R. Bradley, L. A. Blakeslee, Evan 
Williams and Mr. Springmeyer. 
Three of these gentlemen were mem- 
bers of the last Legislature that 
crowded the measure through under 
peculiar and que dionable circum- 
stances. The only Commissioner out- 
side of the Legislative body is John R. 
Bradley. Each of the other three 
were ardent advocates of the measure, 
and, were they possessing the modesty 
that becomes law-makers, would forth- 
with tender their respective resigna- 
tions, and thus take away the imputa- 
tions that will be cast upon them 
should they hold to the plum, partly 
of their own making, and thus serve 
interests to which they are wedded, 
and which adds but little to the rev-

When it reached the Senate it had a 
formidable opposition, which, in the 
shape it was, would have been de- 
feated, but the friends of the measure 
who had axes to grind, came to its 
rescue ; — pledging their support if the 
bill would be left intact, to remedy its

SCHOOL FUND RAKED. 


Another $100,000 of ite Meney 
Misapprepriated. 

The Winnemucca Silver State says: 

The Legislature made ‘a raid on the 
school fund to the extent of $100,000. 
This money, the Carson papers claim, 
is to be expended for a dam to store 
water in the Carson river. We have 
not a copy of the bill, but learn that it 
provides for four Commissioners, who 
are to select sites for reservoirs and 
dams for water storage, and that a part 
of the appropriation might, at the op- 
tion of the Commissioners, be ex- 
pended on the Truckee or Humboldt 
rivers. If such is the fact, the Com- 
missioners must be partial to Carson 
should the whole amount of the appro- 
priation be expended in storing water 
for the mills in that locality. 
The policy of appropriating money 
from the school fund of the State for 
damming the Carson or any other 
stream in the State for the benefit of a 
few will scarcely réceive the approval 
of the people. The State now owes 
the school fund over half a million 
dollars, and there is no good reason 
for adding $100,000 more to the debt 
for an enterprise which may or may 
not be successful, and which, in any 
event, cannot benefit the State or the 
schools to any appreciable extent.

Cleveland Still Intriguing fer Fo- 
litical Power. 


A New York dispatch of the 10th 
inst. contains the following: Any one 
who believes that Grover Cleveland 
intends to remain in political obscurity 
| possesses whiat Mark Twain would 
characterize as ‘‘a nature childlike 
and gullible.”
